Clirysler filed for bankruptcy protection Thursday 
and will form an alliance with the Italian carmaker 
Fiat in an effort to revive the nation’s ailing third- 
largest automaker. 

The Obama administration said it had long hoped 
to stave off bankruptcy, but it became clear that a 
holdout group of creditors wouldn’t budge on pro- 
posals to reduce Chrysler ’s $6.9 billion in secured 
debt. Clearing those debts was needed for Chrysler 
to restructure by a government-imposed Thursday 
deadline. 

“No one should be confused about what a bank- 
ruptcy process means,” President Obama said in a 
midday announcement. “This is not a sign of weak- 
ness but rather one more step on a clearly chartered 
path to Chrysler’s revival.” 

Chrysler filed for Chapter ii bankruptcy protection in New 'York 
on Thursday with the hopes of emerging in as little as 60 days under 
the new partnership with Fiat. The government, which already has 
poured $4 billion in loans into Chrysler, would provide up to $8 
billion more to carry the company through bankruptcy said senior 
administration officials speaking on condition of anonymity The 


government also will help appoint a new board. 

The deals give Chrysler “a new lease on life,” 
Obama said. Under bankruptcy, Chrysler would 
still sell cars and the government would back its 
auto warranties. But Chrysler said Thursday that it 
will idle its plants during the legal proceedings. The 
company’s chief executive, Robert Nardelli, said he 
will leave when the bankruptcy is complete. 

'When that occurs, the Auburn Hills, Mich. -based 
automaker would end up owned by the United Auto 
'Workers union, the US. government and Fiat. The 
Canadian and Ontario governments, which also are 
contributing financing, would have small stakes. 

But Fiat, which the Obama administration hopes 
can jump-start Chrysler with its fuel-efficient and 
lower-emission technology, could end up the major- 
ity stakeholder. Fiat would initially get 20 percent, a 
share that could rise to 35 percent if certain benchmarks are met. 
Fiat said Thursday it could get an additional 16 percent by 2016 if 
Chrysler’s US. government loans are fully repaid. 

Chrysler’s bankruptcy filing said it owes more than $10 million 
apiece to 20 of its unsecured creditors, many of whom are vendors 
and suppliers.

This just in: Black people like fried chicken. Want evidence? Visit 
Harold’s Chicken Shack on 10259 S, Halsted St, 

Hold on, Fm getting another update ,„ 

Non-black people like fried chicken too. 

For proof, hit up the Harold’s in Wicker Park, where multi-hued 
masses get their deep-fried fix. 

Maybe that kind of chicken-dining diversity doesn’t exist for the 
Popeyes Louisiana Kitchen chain— at least that’s the impression 
given by a now-viral video from aTV station in Rochester, N, Y 
Last week, WHAM, the ABC affiliate in Rochester, aired a story 
about a Popeyes that ran out of chicken and closed early on the day 
the chain was offering an appealing deal: eight pieces for $4,99, 
Consumer outrage is ideal fodder for cheesy TV pieces, so it’s 
no wonder WHAM went out there, cameras rolling, to capture 
Popeyes patron angst. 

True to form, a customer shouted at the unmanned drive- 
through intercom. One called the chain’s customer service line 
from his cell, and another swore off that particular Popeyes for 
good, 

Yes, the furor over fried food was funny 

What wasn’t funny is that every customer in the news segment 
was black. This despite the fact that another Popeyes— which a 
WHAM staffer later acknowledged offered a mix of customers— 
also ran out of chicken that day, 

A simple visit to that suburban location could have netted a 
more diverse array of interviewees. And I don’t buy the notion that 
anyone at WHAM is puzzled by public outcry 

“Would I have felt better about it if we talked to white people, 
too? Yes,” WHAM staffer Rachel Barnhart wrote in an online post 
about the piece, “Should we have gone to the Penfield store too? 
Maybe,” 
i^ybe? 

Correction, madame: Definitely 

Barnhart and the station’s brand of belated racial reflection is 
what keeps stereotypes alive and kicking. It also underscores why 
some don’t trust the mainstream media. 

As a former full-time TV reporter, I know stations face 
challenges getting across town for fair and balanced interviews. 
Some people balk when they see aTV camera, and it’s hard to get 
pieces shot and edited on a tight deadline. 

But it’s even harder to face viewer backlash if you don’t make 
that extra effort, especially in a situation like this fried chicken flap, 
WHAM really didn’t have to go too much farther to get its 
story According to calculations on randmcnaMy.com, the Penfield 
Popeyes is approximately 9 miles from the restaurant featured in 
the newscast, 

WHAM staffers could have traveled just eight more than the 
proverbial extra mile to ensure a stereotype-free story 
Hopefully, next time, they wiU,

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Illinois’ 
rape test 
backlog 
soaring

The number of DNA samples from rapes 
and other serious offenses that sit untested 
at the Illinois crime lab for more than 30 days 
has soared four years after former Goy Rod 
Blagojevich declared the problem had been 
eliminated. 

The DNA backlog at the Illinois State 
Police Crime Lab has grown from at least 
170 cases in 2005 to as many as 1,167 this year, 
with nearly half of the samples from rape 
kits, according to a Tribune review of lab sta- 
tistics. 

Sexual assault victims and law-enforcement 
officials say it can take as long as a year for 
DNA to be analyzed at the lab, the third-larg- 
est forensic laboratory in the world. 

The delays in testing, underreported for 
years by the state police, have hindered inves- 
tigations and prosecutions throughout the 
state, according to a recently released five- 
year review of the crime lab by the Illinois 
auditor general. 

In some cases, criminals remained on the 
street free to commit more crimes, accord- 
ing to the audit, which didn’t cite specific 
examples. Shortly after the audit’s release 
last month, Larry Trent resigned as director 
of the state police, Trent said it was time for 
a change and that he wanted to spend more 
time with his family 

His successor, Jonathan Monken, said it 
was under Blagojevich’s orders that funding 
for the lab was transferred and needed posi- 
tions went unfilled, 

Monken said Gov, Pat Quinn recently 
authorized adding 23 forensic scientists and 
technicians to a staff of several hundred and 
that the agency was taking additional steps 
to reduce the backlog. With nine branches, 
the ISP crime lab analyzes evidence free of 
charge for the vast majority of police agencies 
across the state, 

Monken said he could not explain why 
the agency underreported the DNA backlog 
until 2008, but suggested Blagojevich was to 
blame for that too. The former governor, he 
said, reported the backlog had been cleaned 
up even though the crime lab told him that 
was not the case.

A mysterious mural has turned up alongside a half- 
dozen concrete walls around the city in recent 
weeks. 

The black graffiti stencil shows former Gov Rod 
Blagojevich wearing his familiar track suit, running 
through the street and glancing over his shoulder, as 
if he is being pursued. 

The image leaves it to the viewer to speculate 
about who is trailing Blago— U,S, Atty Patrick 
Fitzgerald, perhaps? 

Reminiscent of the work of Banksy the 
London street artist, and Shepard Fairey the 
creator of the ubiquitous Barack Obama Hope 
poster, the Blago stencil began appearing 
in early April, It has been spotted in a downtown 
alley behind the Mac/s on State Street and on a 
viaduct at the corner of West i6th Street and South 
Union Avenue, 

Like most street art, the creator leaves no signa- 
ture, (The practice is illegal, after all,) But Pilsen art- 
ist Ray Noland, 36, is selling a first-edition poster of 
the image titled “Run, Blago, Run!” for $75 on his 
Web site, cro.bigcarteixom, 

Noland— who ran an unofficial Obama street art 
campaign last year— declined to comment on how 
his Blago design ended up on the street and suggest- 
ed that anyone could have appropriated his image, “I 
just make the graphics,” he said. 

However, Noland did hint that urbanities should 
keep their eyes open for more images, which he 
predicted “will probably continue to pop up around 
the city”

Stolen files yield 
new Peterson details 


Fox Chicago News report- 
ed Wednesday night that 
documents stolen from an 
Illinois State Police car and 
dropped off at the station 
reveal new information 
in cases involving former 
Bolingbrook police Sgt. 

Drew Peterson. 

The information 

includes a timeline of what investiga- 
tors think happened to his fourth wife, 
Stacy, who disappeared in October 
2007, a list of 59 leads and the police 
report from the night his third wife, 
Kathleen Savio, died. 

The documents include informa- 
tion already made public, but with new 
details reportedly indicating Stacy was 
dead by 10:59 a.m. the day she van- 
ished. That night, investigators alleged, 
Peterson removed the body with his 
stepbrother in a “large blue round plas- 
tic container weighing approximately 
150 pounds with {a] screw-on top with 
clear plastic protruding from outside.” 

Investigators believe Peterson may 


have disposed of Stacy’s 
body in a quarry in the 
Bolingbrook area, accord- 
ing to the files. 

Peterson is the suspect 
in Stacy’s disappearance. 
Authorities also are tak- 
ing a second look at the 
March 2004 death of 
Savio. Peterson has not 
been charged in either case and denies 
wrongdoing. 

Peterson said he didn’t know the spe- 
cifics of what Fox would air but said he 
wasn’t worried. 

‘Any timeline they have is purely 
speculative,” he said. 

Peterson and attorney Joel Brodsky 
said they were to meet with Fox last 
week about the files, but it never mate- 
rialized because Brodsky wanted to see 
them first. 

A spokesman for Will County State’s 
Atty James Glasgow said the docu- 
ments will not compromise the cases or 
pressure Glasgow to file charges before 
the investigations are done.

Suspect, 72, 
linked to L.A. 
serial killings 

Q LOS ANGELES Police believe a 
72-year-old insurance claims 
adjuster arrested in March is the 
most prolific serial killer in Los 
Angeles’ history, having raped and 
strangled as many as 30 older women 
over two decades. 

The break in the cold case came in 
October when John Floyd Thomas 
Jr., who had twice been convicted of 
sexual assault, had a DNA sample 
taken as part of an effort to build an 
offender database. 

Thomas was charged April 2 
with murdering one woman in 1972 
and another in 1976. DNA match- 
ing Thomas’ was found at three 
other crime scenes in the 1970s and 
’80s, Los Angeles police cold case 
Detective Richard Bengston told 
the L.A. Times. 

Detectives now consider Thomas 
also a suspect in two waves of killings 
that left at least 22 women dead, the 
newspaper reported. It could not be 
immediately determined where the 
other killings took place.

Black Eyed Peas frontman Will. i. am is for- 
ever expanding his horizons. The man who 
actively campaigned for Barack Obama, 
creating the “Yes, We Can” anthem for the 
future president, is now starring in his first 
feature film, “X-Men Origins: Wolverine.” He 
plays the title character’s closest friend, John 
Wraith, in the film that opens Friday 

Will recently talked about acting, poli- 
tics and his music career during an exclusive 
interview in L.A. with RedEye. 

How did you get involved with **Wolverine”? 

I got a magical call from a magical cat out of 
the blue. It was the end of February {2008], 
and I was campaigning for Obama. I get a 
phone call from my agent, and I told him I 
didn’t really want to go for it because I don’t 
ever get those gigs. They convinced me to 
drive down to Fox because they were really 
interested in me. So, I went down and read, 
and they wanted to know if I could leave 
Friday if I got it. This was Monday 

And you got it? 

I talked to Gavin {Hood, the director] the 
next day, and he wanted to know if I had act- 
ing experience. I said, you know, I don’t have 
acting experience, but I’m a director and 
producer and songwriter and in the studio I 
know how to pull emotion and get the right 
performance. And because of that, I can be 
directed. Then I got it. 

Did you ever fantasize about being a comic 
book character? 

No. I collected graphic novels for art’s sake 
because I liked the artwork. But I wasn’t one 
of those cats who were like, yeah, I wanna 
be whatever. 

How are you assessing the first 100 days of 
President Obama’s term? 


I think we shouldn’t be judging him that 
early It isn’t going to be Obama all by him- 
self It’s going to take Obama, all these sena- 
tors, all the governors and mayors and teach- 
ers and police chiefs and business owners. 

It’s going to take us all moving forward. But 
if we were to judge him, I think he’s doing 
a phenomenal job. He’s changed the way 
America is viewed by the rest of the world 
in less than 100 days. He’s about to score 24 
points in the first quarter. 

Did you think your video **Yes, We Can” would 
take off the way it did? 

I didn’t know that it was going to be that 
effective, but I knew that it was going to do 
something. The way it made me feel when I 
saw it I thought if I literally pulled emotion 
out of people and made them realize that 
something was happening in the world, that 
they would literally wake up right now 

What’s up next for the Black Eyed Peas? 

We’ve got a new record that comes out June 
9. It’s called “The End.” “The End” is a per- 
fect title for all the things that are happening 
now in the world. It’s the end of corrupted 
banks. It’s the end of the misconception that 
America would never graduate from its preju- 
dices. It’s the end of the music industry— 
there’s no more record stores. How can you 
have an industry with no stores? All of those 
aren’t negatives, though, so “The End” stands 
for the energy never dies. With the closing of 
a window comes a new positive. 

Are you going to be seeking more acting roles? 

Well, I always knew that I was going to write 
and direct a film at one point in time, and 
I knew I was going to carve out a part for 
me. That’s the same reason why I sing. I’m 
not the best singer, but the only reason why 
I sing and perform is because I write the 
songs and carve out a part for me! miki turner
